DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 53-61 and 77-79 are pending and subject to restriction. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claim(s) 53-58 drawn to a process of increasing carbohydrate absorption in a 
mammal by administering B. coagulans, lactase and fructase. 

II. Claims (s) 59-61 drawn to a process of increasing lactose digestion in a patient by 
administering B. coagulans and lactase. 

III. Claim(s) 77-79 drawn to a process of increasing fructose digestion in a patient by 
administering B. coagulans and fructase. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

First, the inventions of groups I-III do not match a permitted category as PCT Rule 13.2 
does Each of the methods as claimed requires different process steps as well as different 
ingredients for the intended purpose. 

Second, no common inventive concept is shared among groups I through III, since a 
technical relationship is lacking among the claimed inventions involving one or more special 
technical features because a method of treating lactose intolerance with Bacillus coagulans (L. 
sporogenes) and lactase was known in the art. See, e.g., Brochure Mixobax (India), pages 1-3, 
especially Table

Patent No. 4,179,335, Abstract. 

Accordingly, the claims are not so linked by a special technical feature within the 
meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 so as to form a single inventive concept. 
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The requirement of unity of invention is not fulfilled because there is no technical 
relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special 
technical features. The expression "special technical features " means those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes 
over the prior art.
